Urges Speedy Ratification. 


Milking a plea !'or ratification of the 


treaty that the world might be turned 
wholly buck to a peace bii.sis. the pres- 
ident said h" .saw no reasonable ob- 
jection to the senate expressing Its in- 
terpretation of the League of Nations 
covenant so long as those interpreta- 
tions did not actually become part of 
the act of ratification. 


If IntfrpretatiouH were part of the 


formal ratification, the president con- 
tended, long delays would follow, as 
other governments would hnve to "ac- 
cept In effect the language of the sen- 
nte us tin? language of iho treaty be- 
fore nitlllcation would be complete." 
Most of the inter].relations, the presi- 
dent said, seemed to him to suggest 
the "plain meaning of the instrument 
Itself." 


Must Get U. S. Consent. 


The much-discussed article ten. the 


president toid tin; semi tors, wns not of 
d o u b t f u l Interpretation when read in 
connection with the whole covenant.

Article sixteen, tho president said, 


provided that whore then; Is n dispute 
found to he solely within the jurisdic- 
tion of nne of the parties, tinder inter- 
national law, the league council shntl 
so report find make no recommenda- 
tion for its settlement. 
Immigration, 


tatilT.H and the like, the president said, 
clearly came under thnt provision. 


The plan for the league, finally sub- 


mitted In I'arls, the president said, had 
been built up tirst from a plan drawn 
by a British committee headed by u 
Mr. I'hillimore and later Included ideas 
from n plan drawn by General Smuts.

coupled with the president's own ideas, 
the league plan was made. 


Own Redraft Not Submitted. 


Ills own private redraft of the Fhil-

east room, where they were seated 
around a big table. Senator Lodge sat 
next to the president. 


Japan Won't Rule Shantung. 


To a cillery as to what sovereignty 


Japan retained in Shantung President 
Wilson said : 


"She has not retained sovereignty 


over any tiling. 
I mean she has prom- 


ised not to. Senator Borah has asked 
whether this understanding was oral 
or otherwise. 1 do not like to describe 
the operation exactly If It Is not per- 
fectly discreet. 
As n matter of fact, 


this was technically oral, but literally 
written and formulated and the form- 
ulation agreed upon." 


President Wilson said he disagreed 


with the opinion given the committee 
by .Secretary 
Lansing 
that 
Japan 


would luive signed the treaty regard- 
less- of whether It contained the Shan- 
tung provision. 


"When Is the return (of Shantung 


to China) to be made?" asked Sena- 
tor Johnson. 


"That wns left undecided, hut we 


were assured at the time that it would 
be MS soon us possible." 


"Plil not the Japanese decline to 


fix any date?" 


"They did at that time, yes; hut I 


tMnk It Is fair to them to sny they 
could not at that time say when It 
would he." 


Senator New—Mr. President, .loes 


not this Indefinite promise of Japan's 
suggest the somewhat analngons onse 
of Kngland's occupation of Malta? She 
Isiif. occupied Miiltn for something like 
a century. I believe, under n very sltnl- 
Inr promise. 


Tho President—I hope you will par- 


don mo If I do not answer that ques- 
tion. 


Senator Fall asked who would de- 


fend the mandate territories against 
external aggression under the league, 
nrid the president replied that primar- 
ily the duty would rest with the man- 
datory power. 
; ;.- 


Only through 
action by congress 


shall the United States lend tiny. in 11.1- 
tury assistance to other members of 
the League of Nations. 
This was 


stated emphatically by the president. 


The United States Is only under 


moral obligations to the other nations, 
the president &ld, declaring that the 
league covenant does not in any way 
detract from the power of the con- 
gress. 


Asks About Other Treaties. 


After the president hud delivered his 


statement, Senator Lodge said: 


"Mr. President, so for ns I am per- 


sonally concerned—and I think I rep- 
resent perhaps the majority of the 
committee in thnt'respect—we have no 
thought of entering upon arguments 
as to Interpretations or points of that 
character; but the committee was very 
desirous of getting Information on cer- 
tain points which 'seem not clear and 
on which they thought 
information 


would be of value to have In consid- 
eration of the treaty which they, I 
think I may suy for myself and others, 
desire to hasten in every possible way. 


"Your reference to the necessity of 


action leads me to ask otie qnestlon. 
I", we have to restore peace to the 
world, it Is necessary, I assume, that 
there should be treaties with Austria, 
Hungary, Turkey nnrl.Bulgaria. Thpse 
treaties are all more or less connected 
with the treaty with Germany. The 
r-uestlon I should like to ask is, what 
.thu prospect is of receiving those trea- 
ties for action?" 
<. 


Senat'; Cause of Delay. 


Tho President—I think it Is very 


good, sir. and so far as I can judgo 
from fhe contents of the dispatches 
from niy colleagues on the other side 
of the water, the chief delay is due to 
the uncertainty as to what Is going to 
happen to this treaty. This treaty is 
a model of the others. 
I saw enough 


of the others before I left Paris to 
know that they are being framed on 
the same set of principles and the 
treaty with Germany Is the model. I 
think that is the chief element of de- 
lay, sir. 


Senator Lodge—They are not regard- 


ed as essential to the consideration of 
this treaty? 


The President—They are not regard- 


ed as such, no sir; they follow this 
treaty. 


Senator Lodge—T do not know about 


the other treaties, but the treaty with 
Poland, for example, has been com- 
pleted. 


Treaty With Poland Signed. 


The President—Yes and signed ; but 


It is dependent upon this treaty. 
My 


thought was to submit it upon the ac- 
tion on this treaty. 


Senator Lodge then asked whether 


the pcsldcnt could show the commit- 
tee the tentative League of Nations 
drafts 
submitted 
by Great Britain, 


France and Italy. 


The President—I would have sent 


them to the committee with pleasure, 
senator, If I had found that I had them. 
I took It for granted that I had them; 
but the papers thnt remain in my bunds 
remain there In a haphazard way. 
I 


can tell you file character of the other 
drafts. The British draft was the onJy 
one as I remember that was In the 
form of n definite constitution of n 
league. The French und Italian drafts 
were in the form of n series of propo- 
sitions laying'down general rules and 
assuming that 
t he commission, or 


whatever body made the final formula- 
tions would build upon those princi- 
ples If they were adopted. They were 
principles quite consistent with 
the 


final action. 


At Liberty to Interpret. 


In reply to Senator McCumber the 


president repented that he felt-It would 
be a mistake to embody Interpreta- 
tions in the resolution of ratification, 
saying: 
"We 
can 
interpret - only n 


moral obligation. The legal obligation 
can be enforced by such machinery <is 
there is to enforce it. 
We are therefore 


at liberty to interpret the sense in 
which we undertake a moral obliga- 
tion." 


Senator McCumber asked whether 


the other nations could not accept In- 
terpretations by the senate "by acqui- 
escence." 


The President—My experience as a 


lawyer was not very long, but that ex- 
perience would teach me that the lan- 
guage of a contract is always part of 
the debatable matter, and I can testi- 
fy that in our discussions in the com- 
mission on the League of Nations we 
did not discuss ideas half as much as 
we discussed phraseology. 


The president said if reservations 


were 
embodied 
In 
the 
ratification 


"there would have to be either explicit 
acquiescence or the elapsing of a long 
enough time for us to know whether 
they (the other governments) were Im- 
plicitly acquiescing or not." 


Guests at Luncheon.

Housewives at Chicago Test Advan- 


tage of Low Prices—-Find Cost 


50 Per Cent Lower. 


Chicago, Aug. 19.—Uncle Sam mode 


his biggest practical step in reduc- 
ing the price of food by placing a vast 
quantity of army foodstuffs on sale 
through loop department stores and 
taking orders at branch post offices 
throughout the city. 


Orders were taken for the govern- 


ment food at the Boston store and 
Rothschild's. The Fair also will sell 
government surplus foods in a day or 
two. 


When the doors of the stores were 


opened thousands of persons swarm- 
ed the counters, where they placed or- 
ders for quantities 
of corned 
beef, 


roast beef, baked beans, canned corn, 
stringless beans and peas, cocoa, fruit 
extracts, 
soups 
and 
various other 


canned goods. 


The. marketers found that they could

OUTLAWS ARE GIVEN $8,500 


Two Lieutenants Captured as Result 


of Mistaking Conchos 
River for

Paul H. Davis, 
United States army aviators,

Wednesday after being forced to land 
the preceding Sunday on Mexican soil, 
on Tuesday were released by Mexican 
bandits after the payment of $8,500 of 
the $15,000 demanded. 


Captain Matlack, who took the ran- 


som money across the border, paid half 
the ransom money for the release of 
Lieutenant Peterson, and, when Lieu- 
tenant Davis was delivered to him, he 
galloped away with the officer, with- 
out making the final payment. 


The aviators 
had wandered from 


Sunday 
afternoon 
until Wednesday 


along the Conchos river near Falomir, 
Chihuahua, under the impression they 
were on the Rio Grande. 


"Had a great experience," was Peter- 


son's message to his father. 


One attempt was made to escape t>y 


the aviators. 
They were threatened 


with death if they tried again. 


Jesus Ronteria and a band of five 


Mexicans accomplished their capture. 
There were twenty bandits at a ranch 
where they were held. 


By a prearranged plan Captain Mat- 


lack awaited a fire signal from the 
Mexicans, which came after midnight, 
and then crossed the border with the 
ransom money. 


Lieutenant Peterson crossed the bor- 


der to the American side at 1:15 a. m. 
and 
Captain 
MatlacK brought back 


Lieutenant Davis at two. 


Captain Matlack said this morning 


that the two aviators landed in Mex- 
ico. He declared they thought they 
had landed in the Tjnited States, and 
this impression on their part was not 
corrected until after they bud reached 
the border today. 


The aviators, the captain explained, 


had become confused while in the air 
and had mistaken the Conchos river 
for the Itio Grande. Instead of land- 
ing near Cundelaria, as they thought, 
they had landed at a point near Faio- 
mir. Chihuahua, more than forty miles 
up the Conchos river, where they 
abandoned 
their 
wrecked 
airplane 


after stripping it of machine guns and 
vital parts, which might make it of 
use to the Mexicans. 


Thinking they 
were 
on the Rio 


Grande, they started down stream in 
an effort to locate Candelaria and re- 
port their accident to military head- 
quarters. They landed at 12:30 Sun- 
day afternoon and were picked up 
Wednesday morning by the Renteria 
band. 
They were taken into the moun- 


tains, but thought they were approach- 
ing Valentine, Tex. 
They were told 


that GO men belonged to the band, 
while in reality the aviators saw only 
20 men at the ranch where they were 
held. Cnptaii* Matlack said the ban- 
dits were well mounted. 


Various plans for obtaining the ran- 


som money were discussed by the ban- 
dits. One was for the delivery of the 
sum and Americans in the middle of 
the Rio Grande. 
Another was for the 


aviators to be taken 100 yards up river 
and the money taken an equal distance 
down river and both left at the same 
time. 
Finally it wns agreed that an Amer- 


ican army officer should be sent from 
the American side upon signals from 
the bandits by means of flares. At 
the same time Renteria wns to start 
from the Mexican side with the Amer- 
icans. They were to meet and ex- 
change prisoners and money.

Bogota, by the refinement of Its in- 


habitants nnd the luxury in evidence, 
might be taken for a European city. 
Culture Is marked; foreign news Is re- 
ceived promptly; desirable features of 
Paris and London nre Imitated to stim- 
ulate progress. 
Unfortunately, owing 


tn the extreme narrowness of the 
streets, many of tho architectural fea- 
tures of the city cannot be appre- 
ciated; nevertheless, upon contemplat- 
ing the constant progress of the cap- 
ital ami its development, one is forced 
to the conclusion that Bogota will be- 
come (in imperial city in the western 
world, the heart of the plateau which 
extends 10 leagues from north to south 
and S from east to west.

With wool at the present price and 


the likelihood that it will stay there 
because of the world-wide shortage, 
thousands of American farmers are 
adding Bocks of sheep to the live stock 
on their places.

chicken houses and the smaller build- 
ings the modern fanner -wants and 
needs, lias undergone many radical 
changes during the last few years. Ar- 
chitects have made an Intensive study 
of the requirements In a building to 
make it a healthful place for the live- 
stock, and have embodied .the result* 
of this study In the designs for these 
structures. The prospective builder 
will make no mistake In consulting an 
experienced architect when he plans to 
erect any sort of a new farm building.

Farm 
building 
architects, 
whose 


business it is to design buildings to 
suit the needs of various kinds of ani- 
mals, have taken the needs of sheep 
into consideration 
in planning the 


sheep barn. But there are many farm- 
ers who would keep a small flock of 
sheep, if they could do so without 
making a large investment in build- 
ings. For the latter class there has 
been planned the barn shown in the 
accompanying illustration. 


This fourteen-sided barn is 60 feel: in 


diaraeier and has^ 12-foot silo in the 
center. On the mow flpor around the 
silo there is ampin space for the win- 


ter's supply of hay for the animals the 
building will accommodate, while the 
silo furnishes them with fresh feed 
throughout the winter months. 


The exterior of the barn is attractive 


nnd will add to the appearance of the 
farm building group. It is of frame 
construction set on a concrete founda- 
tion. The half of the interior which 
is devoted to stalls for the horses and 
tattle has a concrete floor; the half for 
sheep has a cinder floor, graded so as 
to provide ample drainage to keep the 
floor dry, a thing the sheep must have. 


The stalls for horses and cows or for 


either of them are placed in a semi- 
circle, the animals to face In. At the 
rear of the stalls is a gutter sunk into 
the concrete floor, and overhead Is a 
carrier track for the removal of litter. 
The track also runs over the head of 
the stalls, which makes the feeding of 
the stock easy, and extends around the 
building over the sheep feeding racks. 
The plan of the floor shows the- plac- 
ing of the stalls, the sheep 
feed 


racks aud the overhead carrier system. 
• The feed racks are movable and can 
be constructed by the carpenters who 
build the barn. While they are placed 
under the carrier track for conven- 
ience, they can be transferred 
out 


doors, In good weather and taken into 
the barn in bad. 


The stalls will accommodate four- 


teen horses or cattle and provide 
them with the comforts tlmt these 
animals need to do their best work, 
or to be at the highest state of pro- 
ductivity. The windows admit plenty 
of sunshine and keep fresh air cir- 
culating through the barn. These are 


farm to build a barn or a home than 
it did three or four years ago. And as 
the cost of everything is relative, the 
farmer has no cause to hesitate if he 
needs a new farm building.

Congress conceives the national parks as con- 


crete possessions of the people. As such, it pro- 
vides for the protection, maintenance and develop- 
ment of the parks. 
What use the people will 


make of them is for the people to determine. 


Here, then, is where the National Parks associa- 


tion Hn'rts its work. It is, in effect, an organiza- 
tion of the people themselves to enable them to 
use effectively the magnificent reservations which 
congress creates and the national parks service 
maintains and develops. 


It wifl be seen that, while the functions of the 


governmental bureau and the popular association 
do not overlap, they are nevertheless intimately 
associated. In a practical way the two are part- 
ners, each with its individual duties, both working 
toward a common end.

To emphasize this Individuality, the National 


Parks association is entirely separate and distinct 
from government. The association is nongoveru-, 
mental and nonpartlsan.

A fea- 
ture of its work will be the assembling of material 
by intensively studying the parks, through com- 
mittees, separately and as a system, especially 
their -history, 
nomenclature, folklore, geology, 


fauna and flora; by collecting this material in 
ready reference shape as the basis of a practical 
library by compiling a working bibliograph, by 
park and subject, of material of every sort avail- 
able especially in the .library of congress and the 
scientific libraries of the government departments. 


The association will establish volunteer working 


committees of scientists, professors, -students and 
other public-spirited members, and will utilize, as 
far 'is possible, the machinery already established 
and in operation by university and school-organi-

Robins do not care for bread crumbs 
and therefore they do not besiege the 
park visitors as do the other birds, but 
they pay no attention to passersby nnd 
will pull worms from the sod uncon- 
cerned while within less than a hand's 
reach of humankind.

s;derable extent true of the suburbs in 
the District of Columbia. This sum- 
mer I have seen the homes of twelve
